FREE SILVER COINAG 
An Old Law Which Has Never Been 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—An old law 
has been discovered upon the statute 


| books by free silver men which they de- 


clare gives them ground to hope that they 
can bring about the coinage of silver in 
an indirect way through the use of Mex- 
wan dollars. The law was passed in 1857 
and is sec. 2567 of the Revised Statutes. 
It is as follows: 

„The pieces commonly known as the 
quarter, eighth and sixteenth of the 
Spanish dollar and of the Mexican dollar 
shall be receivable at the treasury of 
United States and its several offices and 
its several postoffices and land o at 
the rates of valuation following: The 
fourth of a dollar, or piece of two reals, 
at 20 cents; the eighth of a dollar, or 
piece of one real, at 10 cents, and the 
sixteenth of a dollar, or half real, at 5 

nts.”’ 


The section provides that the 
coins shall not be reissued from the 
treasury but shall be recoined into United 
States coins. The law has never been re- 
pealed and silver men in Congress. assert 
that it ts possible to send the metal to 
Mexico for coinage, reimport it into the 
United States and present it at the treas- 
ury. They assert that the validity of the 
law is beyond question. ; 

Representative Hartman of Montana 
has irtroduced a resolution intended to 
bring the matter of the old Mexican sil- 
ver law to the attention of the House 
and serve as an opening wedge in the dis- 
cussion of the question.

NEW BOND BILL 

Is Drawn by the Ways and Means

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The report 
which Chairman Wilson submitted for the 
majority of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee describes the resolution, and says:

purchase and delivery to the treasury of a 
sum slightly in excess of $65,000,000 of 
gold coin. to be added to the stock in the 
treasury, which amounts to only $42,217,- 
081 at the present time.

THE EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 


MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
SEVEN BISHOPS. 


The Creation of the Proposed Arch- 
Episcopate Considered — Proba- 
bly be Fixed at New York 

or Washington.

NRW YORK, Feb. 13.—The committee 
of. seven bishops, seven priests and seven 
laymen appointed at the last general con- 
vention of the Protestant Episcopal 
eLurch to consider the revision of the con- 
stitution and camons of the church and 
report what is deemed necessary or ad- 
visable to be done in that direction, has 
nearly finished its labors. 

In regard to the record of the recent 
encyclical and the creation of an arch- 
episcopate, Dr. Thomas Richey said: 

“The encyclical was called forth by the 
fact that an institution purporting to 
be one of the church's seminaries was 
teaching the students to hold that the in-

The spe- 
cific cause of the attack was that the 
standing committee of the, diocese of Mas- 
sachusetts had deer sured by its 
bishops because they tad rejected the

“The arch-episcopaté business started 
with the suggestion of @ layman published 
in the Churchman. It was taken up by 
the daily press and culminated in a reso- 
lution offered to the eral convention 
by Mr. Beall of New York. It will prob- 
ably amount to nothing at present be- 
cause before anything of the kind can be 
considered seriously the general conven- 
tion must pass on the question of the pro- 
vincial system of church government. 
When this is done the only existing 
bishop certain of being an archbishop is 
the bishop of e because that bishop 
is already the head of a quasi province 
consisting of the diocese of Chicago, 
Springfield and Quincy, the three-eccle- 
siastical divisions of State of Illinois. 
The bishop of Chigago is morally certain, 
should the provincial system be adopted, 
of election to the arch-bishopric of 
Illinois. The others depend on circum- 
stances, although there is a strong pre- 
sumption in favor of the arrangement 
that the bishop of the principal or metro- 
politan see in the province would be the 
archbishop of that province. The primus 
under such a system would probably be 
in New York as the chief metropolitan 
city, or in Washington as the seat of the 
civil government.“

While the markets of the United States 
are bejng pretty well covered by our grow- 
ers and shippers, Comparatively little at- 
tention has yet been paid to the European 
markets, and yet those markets are able 
to consume an immense amount of such 
products as we raige. 

Eugene Germain, who was for many 
years in the wholesale fruit business in 
Los Angeles and is mow United States Con-. 
sul at Zurich, in Switzerland, gives some in- 
teresting information in regard to’ the 
opening which exists in that country for 
Southern CaHfornia products. Among 


| other things, Mr. Germain mentions that he 


purchased a pound of California sun dried 
apricots in a Zurich grocery, for which he 
paid the equivalent of 48 cents American 
money. At such a price as this, it is, of 
course, impossible for any but the wealthy 
to use this product, but Mr. Germain | 
thinks California dried apricots can be re- 
tailed in Switzerland at 20 cents a pound, 
at which price there would be a very large 
demand for them. He gives the following 
2 figures to show that this can be done, 
basing his estimate on the fact that $1 per 
100 pounds for green fruit is a fair price, 
and will yteld a good profit to growers.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
The annual meeting of the stockholders 


} of the Anaheim Co-operative Beet-sugar 


Company, which was held on the Iith, a 
full report of which was printed in The 
Times on the following day, went off 
more quietly than was expected. Ac- 


| cording to a statement which was made 


by the president, the outlook for secur- 
ing a sald of the bonds in the East to 
build the factory was never better than 
it is today. 

During the past four years, ever since 
‘the project of building a co-operative 
beet-sugar factory was first suggested, 
The Times has recognized the great im- 
portance of the undertaking and devoted 
much space to the subject. There has, 
however, been 80 much delay and disap- 
pointment during the past year or two 
in connection with the proposed factory 
that the subject has to a great extent 
been lost sight of, and has been classed 
by most people with the Tenth-street ho- 
tel, the Salt Lake railroad, and other 
such enterprises that may develop in the 
near future, but are not expected very 
soon. It is pleasing to learn that the 
much-talked-of factory may possibly ma- 
terialize during the present year. The 
projectors of the enterprise have cer- 


| tainly—pervevered in a manner that is 
worthy of commendation. The first at- 
tempt to build a factory on the co- opera- 
tive plan was made about four years ago 
in the Cahuenga Valley, but after a num- 
ber of meetings and much discussion the 
project fell through, because it was found 
impossible to secure a sufficient amount 
of lari. Since then negotiations have 
going on at Anaheim, and although 
nothing has yet been done in the direc- 
tion of building a N a very good 
1 has been made in the raising 
beets. Several thousand acres have 
planted during the past two seasons, 
product of which was shipped to 
Chino and worked up there. The quality 
of the beets raised in the Anaheim region 
has been remarkably fine, but last year, 
owing to the unfavorable weather, the 
growers failed to realize much, and some 
them lost money. 
The Anaheim factory, should it be 
built, would be 8 as being the 
first co-operative factory in the United 
States. Im Germany 80 per cent. of the 400 
sugar factories are conducted on the co- 
operative plan, which is found to work 
excellently.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—The share specula- 
tion on the Stock Exchange lapsed into stag- 
nancy today, and the trading in the usually 
active list was without a single feature of in- 
terest. The chief factors of the depression 
were the uncertainty which prevailed in the 
street as to the terms of the contract between 
the government and the bond syndicate and 
the doubt felt as to the passage of the gold 
bond bill, the latter having a depressing in- 
fluence on the market.

MILLS'S CASE.

CONDITION. 


No Steps Taken by the Physicians 
Beyond Alleviating His Tor- 
ture and Making Him 
Comfortable. 


The exceptionally sad case of S. G. 
Mills, who was stricken down on Tues- 
day in a most terrible manmer by a form 
of disease rare in character and ex- 


sympathy yesterday, and stimulated in- 
terest among medical men in particular. 

As set forth in detail by The Times 
‘yesterday, the most noted specialists in 


far they have decided not to take any 
active measures. Mr. Mills no longer 
suffers the torment of pain as at first, 
but to prevent restlessness opiates con- 
tinue to be administered. 

It is characteristic of human nature 
that when responsibility does not rest 
the tongue wags freely, and yesterday 
more than one practitioner in the city 
scoffed at the idea that an aneurism of 
the opthalmic artery could be the pri- 
mary cause for the trouble that has 
overwhelmed Mr. Mills. Said.one gentle- 
man: “It could not possibly be the 
effect of an aneurism within the skull, for 
in such case symptoms indicating it 
would be apparent. The trouble, in my 
opinicn, has been in the orbital cavities 
which either produced the hemo 
or cellulitas—the latter a disease of the 
cellular tissue.” 

Other medical men there were who ven- 
tured to volunteer ideas, but those en- 
gaged in watching the case are inclined 
to adhere to the opinion first formed 
that an aneurism within the cranial cay- 
ity burst, and the hemorrhage’ was so 
great as to cause the most exquisite pain. 
To the lay reader, it may seem as if, in 
such case, pressure must ‘have 
equally exerted on the brain, but in tech- 
nical phrase, the aneurism in the cranial 
cavity was extra-dural, or external to the 
dura mater.“ This seems just as clear as 
mud, but may be understood when it is 
known that the dura mater is the ex- 
ternal covering of the brain. 

While it is by no means a difficult mat- 
ter for a surgeon to remove a person’s 
eyes, in the case of Mr. Mills a difficulty 
presents itself. His sight is utterly de- 
stroyed and the organs sight are al- 
ready showing signs of degeneration, but 
if. removed a hemorrhage would follow 
that might cause death. The operating 
surgeon will have a ruptured artery to 
deal with, and, as he cannot reach it 
directly, to remove the eyes until neces- 
sity compels would be to take heavy 
chances.

We may 
well look forward to times of even 
greater prosperity than have yet been 
ours, for the country at large is giv- 
ing fuller recognition to the excel- 
lence of our prdducts, and the demand 
for them is rapidly growing. 

California is a revelation to the 
world, and climaticaily it accords with 
the world’s pleasantest dreams of 
Greece in the palmy days of her great- 
est glory. Men of wealth and culture 
are beginning to dream: of es 
cape fi the ‘severities ot extreme 
climatic. conditions and of coming 
hither to a land of mellow sunshine, 
the splendor of whose skies vies with 
the beauty of those of ‘Italy, and 
building here their delightful villas 
and palatial homes, and making life 
What it was in those old days of ease 
and luxury. 
The severities of the present win 
ter, which have been felt so heavily, 
not only all along our Atlantic bor- 
ders, but in the far South, will turn 
universal public attention in this di- 
rection. The great frozen orchards of 
Florida, blackened by frost, and laden

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The annual meeting of 
ated Press at Chicago yesterday was 
a notable gathering. Most of the lead- 
ing newspapers of the couniry were 
represented, either in the persons of 
stockholders or by proxy. The affairs 
of the association are in a prosperous 
condition, the total earnings having 
increased from $49,791.67 in August, 
1893, to 899,889.30 for December, 1804. 
The average monthly income during 
the year 1894 was $81,552.25. A com- 
parison ef the income for December, 
1894, with that for January of the 
same year shows an increase of nearly 
52 per cent. This increase is due in 
part to the large increase in the nuni- 
ber of papers served, and in part to 
the increased payments from members. 

The total number of papers served 
directly on December 31, 1894, was 
331. This number would be consid- 
erably increased by adding the papers 
served through the Northwestern As 
sociated Press and the Transmissis- 
sippi Association. \ 

The Associated Press is now prac- 
tically on a paying basis. It is with- 
out a rival as anews-gathering agency, 
and its agencies cover the entire 
world, gleaning the more important 
news daily from the remote corners of 
the earth in advance of all competi- 
tors. Its reports are notably accurate, 
as well as prompt and thorough. An 
account of the annual meeting held in 
Chicago yesterday, and of the banquet 
in the evening, appears elsewhere in 
The Times this morning. : 


MYERS’S VOTING MACHINE. 


The Times is in receipt of a circular, 
accompanied by a letter bearing a 
Pittsburgh date and signed “J. W. 
Ernest,” vigorously attacking the My- 
ers voting machine. The tenor of 
both letter and circular raises the sus- 
picion that the attack upon the Myers 
machine is inspired by the interests of 
some other voting- machine patent. 
However that may be, some of the ob- 
jections urged against the Myers ap- 
paratus appear to be worthy of care- 
ful consideration. 

It is claimed, among other things, 
that repeating is made comparatively 
easy; that there are valid legal objec- 
tions against the use of the machine; 
that its construction is fatal to reli- 
able service or durability; that there 
are no less than 2874 springs and 1400 
wheels in one Myers machine, render- 
ing it very complicated and liable to 
get out of order; that a voter cannot 
register his choice intelligently by its 
use; that it has not been sufficiently 
tested by practical service, etc., ete. 

Whether all these objections are 
valid or not, The Times is unable to 
say. At all events, the Legislature 
should investigate this question thor- 
oughly before committing the State 
to a system which may prove highly 
objectionable and unsatisfactory. A 
thorough practical test should be 


ld be thoroughly examined by ex- 
perts, as well as by ors, and 
all possible phases of the subject 
should be minutely canvassed. | 

The introduction of these machines 
‘throughout the, State would neces 
sarily entail a large expense, though 
possibly the expense of elections 
might be somewhat reduced by their 
use. In any case, the change pro- 
posed in the manner of voting is so 
radical that great caution should pre- 
cede the final decision. 

There is a possibility that the adop- 
tion of machine-voting would be un- 
constitutional. The Constitution of 
California provides that all voting 
shall be by ballot.” It would be an 
awkward and costly dilemma if it 
should be found, after the machine 
had been adopted, that its use would 
be in violation of tha Constitution. 
This is an additional reason why the 
Legislature should go slow in the mat- 
ter, and know just where it is at be- 
fore reaching a final conclusion. 


An Eastern exchange tells of a 
“very pretty natural phenomenon” 
which was recently witnessed near 
Apollo, Pa., during the prevalence of 
zero weather. A natural-gas well of 
great pressure had been driven in, and 
a strong stream of water was forced 
out of the hole by the pressure of the 
ges. The water rose to the height of 
sixty feet, where it spread like an um- 
brella and immediately froze, making 
u veritable natural fountain of snow. 
All this was no doubt very charming 
for those who delight in the climatic 
conditions which make such phenom- 
ena possible.

The Preliminary Steps to Be Taken 
kor Its Collection.

features of the néw income tax law which

Our "Financial Predicament.” 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 8, 1894. —(To the 
Editor of Ths Times:) You may be wil- 
ling to permit a plain business man to 
speak a few words regarding the finan- 
cial “predicament” of the country, about 
which Presidént Cleveland sounds an 
alarm in his last message to Congress. 

The simplicity with which the subject 
presents itself to my mind makes me ques- 
tion whether that very simplicity is not a 
gross error and that I am really in “Egy 
tian darkness“ on the whole subject; yet I 
will “draw the bow at a venture” and 
state what seems to me to be the common- 
sense view of the matter. 

The “taxes” which we pay comprise 
three circles, one within another. We 
have our “city taxes” to pay the ex- 
‘penses of the city government and im- 
provements; we have county taxes’’ for 

same pu in the county, and, 

to keep up the 

State government. three different 

taxes make up the sum total of the tax- 

ation for government which any citizen 

in the United States has, for a long time, 

been compelled to pay; (those living in 

the country, of course, are exempt from 
the city taxes)... 

But while we have paid the running 
expenses of three governments, as it were, 
we have had the benefits of four. The 
“general government“ of the United States 
has, for a long time at any rate (how long 
I do not Know) been paid, not by direct 
taxation of the people, but by “internal 
revenue” duties and the “robber tariff.” 
So far as I am aware, the internal réve- 
nues have been collected (at least for a 
number of decades) alone from whisky and 
tohacco. We about ‘‘billion-dollar’ 
congfesses, and yet often forget that this 
‘money is raised by 


no direct taxation on 
the citizen, and yet our income from the 
sources mentioned has been sufficient to 
pay the tremendous expenses of the goy- 
ernment and also to pay the interest on, 
as well as the greatest share of the prin- 
cipal of one of the mightiest war debts

Cutting down the tariff as the last Con- 
gress did, the predicament” that the gov- 
ernment finds itself in now is just what 
any business man might expect, whose in- 
come is only sufficient to meet his ex- 
penses, and who by some foolish polis 
would cut down his income to one-half. 
Bankruptcy must unavoidably follow, or 
the income be increased in some other 
way, or else cut down the expenses, a 
thing our goverament could ill afford 


It would seem to me but just that, inas- 
much as foreigners are determined to 
have nothing but gold, that they should 
pay tariff in nothing but gold, so that 
while there is a flow of gold going out to 
pay the interest on our bonds in Europe, 
the flow of gold would be coming in from 
Europe to pay our tariff in America. 

This may be the chimera of one who 
does not understand his subject, and yet 
it seems to me on ness 
principles. 

However, there is one thing certain, 
the country is in a grave condition, or 
the President and his Congress have made 
a grave mistake in sounding the tocsin of 
alarm. There is not a bank in the coun- 
try but what, if its president and direc- 
tors should proclaim on the street corners 
that it was in danger of insolvency, would 
have a wildeat“ run that would certainly 
close its doors. How the President and 
| Congress expect anything else than a 
stampede upon our treasury when they

No doubt there is a serious trouble with 
the treasury at Washington, but a gov- 
ernment that sustained the last civil war, 
and, within twenty years rward made 
such rapid progress in the liquidation of 
its debts, need not be feared as to its 
final outcome regarding its present emer- 
gency. If we survived the war we shall 
probably be able to survive the adminis- 
tration of Grover Cleveland and the pres- 
ent Congress, and we should therefore 
hold up our heads and take new courage.

IT WILL BE PROBATED IN NEW 
YORK STATE. 


The Residue of the Estate Left to 
His Three Sons—He Also Leaves 
. Them Some Excellent 
Advice.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—A decree has 
been signed by Surrogate Arnold, admit- 
ting to probate the will and codicil of the 
Jate United States Senator Gibson of 
Louisiana, who died at Hot Springs on 
December 14, 1892. The will is probated 
here because there is property belonging 
to the estate in this State. 

Relatives and friends are remembered 
in the document and the residue of the 
estate is left in trust for the benefit of his 
three sons, Montgomery Gibson, Tobias 
Richardson Gibson and President Johnson 
Gibson. In concluding his will, the Sen- 
ator gives this advice to his sons: 

„hope my sons will defer to and. 
confide in my ‘executors and trustees, and 
above all that they may realize early in 
life that the only one thing more difficult 
to build up than an independent fortune 
and more easily. lost is character, and 
that the only safeguards of character are 
the Ten Commandments and Christ’s Ser- 
mon on the Mount.” 5 

Senator Gibson left $2500 to the admin- 
istration of the Tulane education fund in 
New Orleans, of which he was president,

The trial of another murder case was 
commenced before Judge Smith and a 
jury m Department One, yesterday, the 
defendant in ‘this instance being Ralph 
Secker, a young rancher from Artesia, 
Who is accused of having killed James 
Huston, on December 30 last.

W. A. Sackett and J. M. Hus- 
ton being called and examined for the 
prosecution, which thereupon rested. 

The facts of the case, as gathered from 
their testimony, are as follows: For some 
time prior to the date upon which Huston 
was killed, the relations between the two 
men had been strained on account of the 
very marked attention shown by the de- 
deased to Mrs. Secker. On December 23, 
Secker returned home, after an absence of 
several hours, considerably under the 
influence of liquor, and finding Huston 
at the house took exception to his pres- 
ence. Huston promptly resented the 
jealous husbanhd’s remarks by punching 


afterwards he returned and, accompanied 
by Mrs. Secker, walked down the road for 
a short distance. The pair then
